Worth Up to $1,500,000,000 
To Interests in U.S. and 
Canda to Defeat C.C.F. 


OTTAWA—One of the most 
gigantic sell-outs of the public in- 
terest in the history of Canadian 
politics is in prospect in the com- 
ing federal and provincial elec- 
tions! Here is the story: 


Spokesmen of Big Business in 
Canada have been howling to high 
heeven that they are being taxed 
te death, and to look at the fi- 
nancial statements of prominent 
corporations one might get the 
impression that they haven’t much 
left after paying corporation in- 
come and excess profits taxes. 

Serious Misconception 

This is a serious misconception, 
however. The howl about taxes is 
for the most part eyewash. What 
is overlooked is the fact that many 
Canadian and American firms in 
Canada are over-charging for de- 
preciation. That is to say, they 
are setting aside, out of their cur- 
rent taxable income, more than 
they need for repairs and replace- 
ment, new equipment, etc., and 
for the time being these funds are 
not being taxed. It is estimated 
that Canadian and American firms 
in Canada during the war have

He murdered 
the Socialists—I wonder if Mat- 
teotti’s ghost does not laugh at 
that scene in Milan square!

C.C.F. Leader Charges Argentine Elections Suspended, 
Police Censorship, Democrats in Internment Camps, 
And Progressive Teachers Fired

SAN FRANCISCO—Taking « position independent of 
the other members of the Canadian delegates to the United 
Nations Conference on International Organization, M. J. 
Coldwell, National Leader of the C.C.F., expressed strong 
opposition to the admission of Argentina to the conference. 

Mr. Coldwell opposed both the plea for admission of Ar- 
gentina and the motion of Mr. Molotov for a postponement of 
a decision on the matter. He believed that the conference 
should have made an immediate decision to reject Argentina 
as a member of the conference. 

“The government of Argentina is fascist in its domestic 
policies,” said Mr. Coldwell, ‘and was pro-Nazi throughout 
the war.” 

“Elections have been suspended, there is a police cen- 
sorship in effect and democrats languish in internment 
camps,” the C.C.F. Leader told the conference. Educational 


{institutions in-Argentina have been purged of all progres- 


Sive teachers, Mr. Coldwell declared. 

Opposing the suggestion of Molotov that the question be 
postponed, the Canadian speaker said he felt any postpone- 
ment for a few days would not change the situation so far as 
Argentina was concerned. : 

To the People’s Weekly representative Mr. Coldwell ex- 
pressed the view, which he felt was held generally by Cana- 
dians, that following a war to defeat the very practices which 
are part of the Argentine administration, the United Na- 
tions should not welcome into its councils a government 
which is in many ways similar to that of the Nazis in

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KARL MARX AND UNITY 


The communist (L.P.P.) cry 
for unity of so-called ‘‘progres- 
sive” forces against Tory reaction 
is supposed to be a ‘Marxian line” 
of action based on Marxian dia- 
lectics. To which argument my an- 
swer is that the question of the 
wisdom of unity is not up for de- 
bate, If am sure that most 
C.C.F.’ers, are in full accord with 
Marx’s slogan: ‘Workers of the 
world unite.’? One does not need 
to be a dialectician to appreciate 
the universal truth that in unity 
there is strength. Ancient philos- 
ophers had knowledge .of this 
thousands of years ago. - 

The argument I have with my 
communist comrades is on _ the 
question: who shall unite with 
whom for what purpose? And, 
that is a $64 question which must 
have been hotly debated in Karl 
Marx’s time close to a century ago. 
The Ontario “New Common- 
wealth” in its recent issue points 
an excerpt from a letter which 
Karl Marx wrote to A. Bebel, a fa- 
mous German Socialist and mem- 
ber.of the Reichstag, on June 20, 
1873. Here is what Marx wr6te 
about “unity”: 

“One must not allow oneself 
to be mislead by the cry for 
unity. Those who have this word 
most often on their lips are 
those who sow the most dissen- 
sion, who provoke all the splits, 
yet scream for nothing so much 
as unity. These unity fanatics 
are either people of limited in- 
telligence who want to stir 
everything together into one 
nondescript brew, which, the 
moment it is left to settle, 
throws up the differences again 
in much more acute opposition, 
because they are now ali to- 
gether in one pot; or else they 
are people who consciously want 
to adulterate the movement. For 
this reason, the. greatest sec- 
tarians and the biggest brawlers 
and rogues are at certain mo- 
ments the loudest shouters for 
unity. Nobody in our life has 
given us more trouble, and 
been more treacherous than 
the unity shouters.’”’ 

And, that is exactly what I 
think about the “unity shouters” 
in our present day Labor Progres- 
sive Party. I think Karl Marx 
has them pretty well sized up. I 
beleive he would say of them as 
he did of “unity fanatics’ in his 
own day to his son-in-law, La- 
forgue: ‘Thank God I am not a 
Marxist.” 

We of the C.C.F. believe in 
unity of all those people who 
realize the need for a change in 
our economic and social set-up; 
who believe that the private mo- 
nopoly control parading as ‘‘free 
enterprise” must be replaced by 
collective planned economy of a 
Co-operative Commonwealth. We 
invite all those people irrespec- 
tive of their position in society to 
join in with us to make these 
necessary changes by intelligent, 
democratic political action. We do 
not believe that these changes can 
be accomplished by uniting with 
the champions and beneficiaries of 
the present private profit system. 
We do not believe that the funda- 
mental changes necessary in our 
economy for the building of a bet- 
ter Canada can be accomplished by 
collaborating with such champions 
of Special Privilege as Mitch. Hep- 
burn, Mackenzie King or Solon 
Low. 

The Labor Progressives tell us 
that Canadians are not ready for 
Socialism. I don’t know about 
that. I heard that argument early 
last summer during the Saskatche- 
wan election campaign. The elec: 
tlon results proved that the people 
of Saskatchewan were ready for

THOUGHTS OF A DISCHARGED 
VETERAN 
Editor, People’s Weekly. 

Sir: I have read many letters 
and articles pertaining to veterans, 
however, very few that were ac- 
tually written by a veteran. I 
shall therefore endeavor to ex- 
press the underlying thoughts in 
our minds when we get discharged. 
There are many, yes a throng of 
us veterans, veterans of World 
War II who find ourselves civili- 
ans once more after three, four 
and even five years of service in 
the Army, Air Force and Navy. 
Of all the tasks and _ obstacles 
we’ve had to surmount during 
those arduous years none seemed 
so formidable or perplexing as be- 
coming a civilian. . 

It was a slow laborious progress 
to make a good soldier of us. It 
meant days, weeks, months and 
years of constant training, the ex- 
penditure of huge quantities of 
money and material to make these 
present momentous victories nos- 
sible. Yet without any training 
and very little help or advice we 
find ourselves embarked upon the 
road of life forty or fifty ‘years 
ahead of us and behind us to base 
our future on, we have hut one 
fundamental thought, kill or_ be 
killed. Will that«span of years be 
filled with happiness, fruitfulness 
and contentment? Only God 
knows... 

The first thought that enterz 
our minds that day that sc many 
of us have waited so long for, that 
unforgettable day the discharge 
papers were handed us, was what 
am I going to do? Then like a 
bolt of lightning we began to real- 


ize just what that paper meant. 


What do I want to do? What can 
I do? What opportunities has 
this great land of ours got to of- 
fer us? These became a few of 
the numerous and pressing ques- 
tions to be answered, What can 
I do, what am I suited for, let’s 
see I can fly a plane, swab decks, 
wash dishes, dig trenches, obey 
orders, but what else? What can 
I do that will come in good stead 
for usefui employment? Nothing. 

We could go back to school but 
perhaps we have a wife and family 
to support, or maybe we’re get- 
ting too old. Then the full con- 
sequences of the time spent in the 
armed services can be discerned. 
Those years that were vonsumed 
in training to learn the art of kill- 
ing should have, wnder normal cir- 
cumstances, been utilized in learn- 
ing a useful occupation. At full 
maturity and the responsibilities 
that age bring about, we have to 
go back and start in all over again, 
probably at the wages of an ap- 
prentice.

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LET HIS WORKS DIE TOO 
Y JITLER is dead. It made a big headline in the news- 
yapers, but it was pretty flat news after it became 
inienportant whether the mad man of Munich would die in 
battle, by his own hand or be strung up from a gallows to 
pay for his crimes. His Nazi Germany and all the evil 
structure he had raised on hate and lies had crumbled. That 

was the important thing. ; 

Hitler built his empire of enmity on three chief hates : 
“International” Finance, (while being financed by “na- 
tional” financiers) “Socialism” and “Jewry”. It is signl- 
ficant that during the past week or two the Nazis have still 
been raving against these three bogey-men of the “dear 
Fuehrer’”’. 

Just at this time in the history of our own country, and 
province, when we are hearing so much about the “world 
plot” of “international” finance and “socialism”, it is well 
to remember that this propaganda line originated with Hit- 
ler. 


Doctrines of hate and suspicion were evil and dangerous 
when propounded by Hitler. They are no less evil and 
dangerous when propounded by other men in the name of 
“independence-and freedom”, words which Hitler used with 
great fluency and unction. 

Yes, Hitler is dead. Let us see that in Canada his evil 
works are not allowed to live. 


THE MAJOR IN THE SADDLE 
T IS doubtful if the Social Credit government in Alberta, 
the Social Credit Board and the federal Social Credit party 

would have been allowed to take its present course if Premier 
Aberhart had lived. 

It is true that the late Premier didn’t like “socialism”, 
and said so. But it is not likely that he would have permitted 
the anti-Semite ravings of the Jaques and Lows, and he 
probably would have cracked down on the enmity to the 
co-operatives which has become a definite part of Social 
Credit policy in the past year. 

Mr. Aberhart’s removal put the Social Credit movement 
directly under the domination of Major C. H. Douglas’s 
emissary in Alberta, and Douglas, who couldn’t push the 
former Premier around, now is the real directing genius of 
the Alberta Social Credit set-up. 

It is from Douglas that the “World plot” has come; it is 
from Douglas that “international finance’ comes; it is 
from Douglas that the campaign against “internationalism” 
springs with its opposition to the efforts of the peoples of 
the nations to achieve world organization; it is by Douglas 
that the extreme anti-Semitism of Low and company is in- 
spired; it is from Douglas that the bitter opposition to the 
co-operatives gets its impetus. 

Here is the very latest Major Douglas attack on the 
co-operatives, It is from the March 31st, 1945, issue of 
The Social Crediter, Douglas’s personal organ: 

“One of the factors in this world plot is the Co-operative 
Wholesale Society. . . . It stands out a mile as one of the tools of 
high and international finance, and the bleak deadness with 
which it contrives to invest any village on which it fastens its 
grip is an earnest of the brave new world to which it belongs. 

“Tt, of course, commands access to unlimited funds; it enjoys 
tax privileges; and its officials boast openly that they will drive 
every independent trader out of business—if necessary, by buy- 
ing him out at any price. As in the case of other components of 
the New Order, it appears to be immune from parliamentary 
control, and it awaits the outcome of the Socialist War.’’ 

This attitude of the Major goes a long way to explain 
the position of the Alberta government and Solon Low on 
the taxation of co-operatives, about which the Western Pro- 
ducer has been extremely critical. 


BACKS COMPANY UNIONS 
GNORANCE may sometimes be a protection, but it can 
also get a fellow into some trouble. The “Amalgamated 


Unions of Canada”, a combination of employer-sponsored 
or “company” unions, of the sort that the C.C.F. would 
make illegal, sent out a questionnaire to the political leaders 
asking for “recognition” in various ways. 

All of the leaders except Coldwell and Low dodged the 
issue, Coldwell made it clear that the “recognition”’ he would 
give them was that which the C.C.F. program called fof. 
He would outlaw company unions, - : 

Low fell right into the trap through ignorance, or did he? 
In any event he promised the “Amalgamated” that one of 
his perpen would bring their case to the floor of parlig- 
ment. 

Well, that would be entirey in line with the Major 
Douglas Social Credit policy, In The Social Crediter as ‘late 
as 1943 the Major wrote: “The frades union movement is 
the biggest example of an organization run purely for profit, 
for nothing else but profit and with sublinee disregard for 
the profit of anyone not belonging to it. During the present 
war the economic profit of every class in the community 
er been sacrificed to the over-riding claims of the trade 
unions”’,

Mr. Low says, ‘They (the co- 
operators, form co-operatives for 
the purpose of deriving a profit.” 
Personally I believe that state- 
ment to be false. Whether it be 
the Rochdale pioneers, or co- 
operators down to this day. 

They form co-operatives for the 
purpose not of making a profit 
for themselves, but of stopping 
others from making a profit out of 
them. They cannot afford to loose 
those profits. If they could oper- 
ate at cost they would, but it is 
not safe to run right along the 
margin of failure. The reason co- 
operators have profits is, pri- 
marily for the sake of safety, and 
secondly to provide for expansion. 

Where It Differs 

When the wheat Pool wanted to 
build elevators they took iwv cenis 
off each bushel of wheat. Ordi- 
nary business would call it a 
profit, Co-operators call it a de- 
duction. Co-operatives quit tak- 
ing it when it is no longer needed. 
Ordinary business figures that if 
the producer could stand a two- 
cent deduction, maybe they could 
stand three cents or more whether 
it is needed or not. ‘All the traf- 
fic will bear,” is the motto of or- 
dinary business. Co-operatives 
take what is needed for as long 
as it is needed. Ordinary business 
will take all it is able for as long 
as the system lasts. 


Harsh Purgative 

But it is impossible for the old 
system and civilization both to 
last. For when business does not 
need profits for expansion and 
does not spend them back into cir- 
culation again then there is just 
that much lack in purchasing 
power. The amount of the un- 
necessary unused profit is the 
exact amount of the lack of pur- 
chasing power to buy back all the 
goods. In co-operative business 
where, all the profits which are 
not needed for expansion are paid 
back into the purchasing power of 
those from whom they came, there 
is always enough money to buy 
back all the goods. It is the un- 
necessary PROFIT which is de- 
manded and which never was put 
out, which creates financial con- 
stipation, and. general depression 
in the business world. Wars act 
like a harsh and terrible purga- 
tive, 

With co-operative, governmen- 
tal or any kind of production or 
service at cost, the bowels of the 
business world would move regu- 
larly. Civilization would neither 
suffer depression nor need wars 
to cure them. Why cling so fran- 
tically to the profit disease and 
print out dividends as a pallia- 
tive? 


* Sad Example 

Germany gave everybody lots of 
money and look at her now. Why 
not do all in our power to intro- 
duce a complete and permanent 
cure now that we have found it 
and co-operation is it. 

Three cheers for €o-operation. 
With it we can build that new 
post-war world of prosperity and 
peace.

But if members de- 
cide by majority vote not to 
distribute or dissipate their divi- 
dends but to use them for the 
expansion of co-operation § in 
the world, Mr. Low’s amend- 
‘ment stops them, It decrees 
that such dividends be taxed out 
of existence. That is not de- 
mocracy. That is Social Credit, 
dictatorship.

S.C. Strategy 

Mr. Low speaks of “building up 
co-operatives at the expense of 
members’ dividends.” Who else is 
there to build up co-operatives, 
but the members? If we could 
by majority vote, turn our divi- 
dends over for purposes of ex- 
pansion, all the canvassing for 
money we would have to do, would 
be to start the co-operative. After 
that it would grow itself. We 
cannot find time to canvass our 
neighbors now. So the effect of 
Mr. Low’s amendment is to kill 
the growth of co-operation for the 
present, while posing to the un- 
thinking public as the protector 
and distributor to the poor little 
co-operator of his dividends, forc- 
ing them out of the big fat co- 
operative. Well this is Social 
Credit strategy at its cutest. He 
compares co-operative members 
by majority vote, retaining their 
dividends intact for business ex- 
pansion to “the worst features of 
big business.” Me no savee. 

There is no comparison be- 
tween co-operation and big busi- 
ness. They are apart like Heaven 
and Hell. 


Co-operatives exist to supply 
human need. The profit system 
exists to exploit human need, to 
make a profit that is not needed. 

Shareholders invest money in 
shares in ordinary business be- 
cause they have it to spare. Co- 
operators invest money in shares 
in a co-operative because they 
haven't got enough money to spare 
to pay the profit demanded. Co- 
operation in the future, between 
individuals in business and_ be- 
tween nations in policy, holds a 
sure and certain hope for world 
peace.ne WHY HANDICAP CO- 
OPERATIVES?

Contending that the time is op- 
portune for the federal govern- 
ment to announce practical plans 
for meeting the transition period 
from war to peace and reconstruc- 
tion policies in the post-war 
"| period, a delegation from the 
Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada presented a memorandum 
to members of the Dominion cabi- 
net last week. 


“There is a fixed opinion in the 
minds of. most Canadians that the 
Dominion government possesses 
the power to introduce the neces- 
sary legislation that will assure 
the people of Canada a fuller life, 
completely removed from the fear 
of want,” the memorandum stat- 
ed. “They want assurances now 
that the provisions of the Atlantic 
Charter and the proposals for im- 
proved labor standards, social se- 
curity and economic advancement, 
as adopted by the Philadelphia 
Conference of the International 
Labor Office, will be implemented 
in Canada without undue delay,” 
the delegates stated. “We believe 
that the government pronounce- 
ments on these questions should 
be forthright and clear and un- 
derstandable by all citizens,’’ 

The delegation sought an 
amendment to the Wartime Labor 


Relations Regulations P.C. 1003. 


prohibiting company unions. 

The memorandum elso express- 
ed labor's views on a Wide variety 
of topics of interest to workers.

daughter who is one of the 
straightest thinkers in the British 
Labor Party, writes sadly in the 
Tribune of Tom Johnston, for 
many years the incisive editor of 
the great Glasgow Forward: 
“What is happening to Tom 
Johnston? I am worried about 
him. The rumor that he is will- 
ing to remain with Churchill at 


the General Election may or may , 
not be true in a literal sense. But| : 


spiritually I am afraid it is true. 
“It is a long story. More than 
ten years ago Tom Johnston was 
anxious to retire from Parliament. 
I remember him showing me his 


library in his home in Scotland | ‘ 
and telling me of the books he}! 


longed to write. But his fellow 
Socialists over-persuaded him. 
They insisted it would be a disas- 
ter for the Labor movement if he 
retired from active politics. They 
were wrong there, terribly wrong. 
Once a man’s heart is no longer in 
his job the only safe thing to do 
is to speed his departure. If Tom 
Johnston had retired when he 
wanted to retire, his mind might 
have found rest and reinvigoration 
in a continuation of the research 
work he began in his History of 
the Working Classes in Scotland. 
Instead he continued dragging 
himself half-heartedly along what 
had become for him a political 
treadmill. He had lost the eager 
evangelism that at one time made 
Forward the best loved of the So- 
cialist weeklies. 

“Year after year, if he so much 
as turned up at a Labor Party 
Conference, you would see him 
hovering in the background. Oth- 
ers plunged in and took all the 
risks of battle. Tom chose the 
easier, more popular, more quietis- 
tic, line of apparently agreeing 
with everyone. Now he has blos- 
somed into the full maturity of 
what the Tories love to call ‘con- 
structive statesmanship. How 
they adore it when a rebel who 
at one time, challenged their en- 


tire scheme of things becomes con- 
garden for 


tent to weed their 
them.” 
+ + + 
Naturally this kind of thing 
makes one stop for a moment and 
consider those about him. I know 
all the men and women who oc- 
cupy the more responsible po- 
sitione in the C.C.F. I thank God 
that there is not a single one 
among them in whom I have not 
complete confidence that he or 
she will remain true to the prin- 
ciples for which he or she now 
stands. And that is a greater 
source of gratification than the 
winning of an election could pos- 
sibly be. it is a warm, happy 
feeling to have an implicit trust 
in one’s comrades in arms!
